Two investigations dealtng with 
labor will be under way, the second 
having to do with demands of Socla- 
lists. It is felt that some concrete 
foundations had been laid down for 
world-wide agreements regarding the 
wages, length of working hours, ca- 
pacity of production, workmen's ha- | 
vitations, physical needs of workers 
and their famiites and regulations of 
the part women and children are 
to play ‘in the labor world of the 
future.

OUR RUSSIAN POLICY 

T is with some feeling of hope 
I we observe the vigorous pro- 
tests against the dubious policy 
of the administration in keeping 
American troops in Russia. And 
the stoutest retorts of the admin- 
istration leaders seem fragile 
against the question, ‘‘ What busi- 
ness have our soldiers in that 
frozen waste?’’ 

Senator Swanson of Virginia 
offers this defense: that our task 
was to prevent the establishment 
of a German submarine’ base in 
the Archangel district and also | 
to prevent vast war stores from 
falling into the hands of the Bol- 
shevists. In answer to the one it 


may be said that the chance of 


a German submarine base is about 
as valid as of canonizing the for- 
mer kaiser; and for the other. the 
front of present allied operations 
is far past the once threatened 
base of supplies on the Murman 
coast. 
Senator Kenyon demands that 
our soldiers be brought home or 
an army of relief large enough to 
protect itself be dispatched. Re- 
turn of the troops now in Russia 
obviates the other expedient, for 
if safety is the proper measure 
their withdrawal will insure the 
safety, whereas to send more of 
our troops only will complicate a 
situation already fast approach- 
ing the ridiculous. If the present 
.Smal] contingent has no business 
in Ryssia surely a larger army 


American soldiers must con- 
sider themselves in a strange pos- 
ition to be daily immersed in war- 
fare while the diplomati® repre- 
sentatives of their government 
are drawing up their chairs to an 
international peace table; as- 
suredly 4 paradox here. A peace 
conference would seem to have 
something to do with the cesga- 
tion of hostilities with victories 
won and new undertakings about 
to be struck. What does the 
American soldier, muffled in furs 
and tramping the Russian snow- 
drifts, understand by such nego- 
tiations? 

In London it has been an- 
nounced that ‘‘the British govern- 
ment has not the slightest inten- 
tion of sending any more troops 
to Russia. Not more than “20, 000 
British troops ave in Russia to- 
day, a number of which are non- 
combatant, and these are being 
brought back as quickly as Pos- 
sible.’’ 

British troops are being 
brought back ‘‘as quickly as pos- 
sible,’’? and the British govern- 
ment ‘‘hasn’t the slighYest inten- 
tion’’ of sending anv more. Do 
the administration defenders in 
the senate still insist that we are 
bound to sacrifice American sold- 
iers to prevent the establishment 
of German submarine bases in the 
Archangel district? 

Allready 132 American lives 
have been sacrificed in this ques- 
tionable enterprise in the Arctic. 
These men entered the war to 
wind up a big job; that job has 
been wound up and we wonder 
why they are wading in the snow 
in a rewion as remote from Amer- 
ica as Russian internal problems 


are remote from American ideals. 


Respectively recommended to 
congress for the solution of the 
problem: “The daisy- 
petal method, thus keep .the rail- 
roads, give. ’em - aps ~-ketp em, 
give ’em up, ete,” That would.

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CRITICISING Y.M.0.A. 


The work of the Y. M. C. A. 
in France seems rather to have 
been obscured and even vilified 
by reason of unfortunate mistakes 
than for anything else. We may 
assume that such men as_ Mr. 
Perkins were anxious to avoid all 
cause of criticism; they were an- 
xioug not to serve any selfish 
purpose, but to make the Y. M. 
C. A. function as it was expected 
to, and, we may atid, as the sold- 
iers had a right td expect. 

An initial cause of difficulty 
was the request of the army de- 
partment that the Y. M. C. A. 
take over certain activities which 
rightly belong to the army com. 
missary. The Y. M. C. A. was 
asked to sell cigarettes; it was 
asked to provide cocoa and choe- 
olate. Now this organization did 
not, have the initial facilities for 
this kind of work: it did not 
have the men who were qualified 
to undertake the business. There 
was, moreover, ‘the further diffi- 
culty of paying the cost of trans- 
portation both across the Atlantic 
and to the interior of France; 
and it is not astonishing that the 
United States commissary was 
able to sell various supplies at a 
cheaper rate than the Y. M. C. A. 

We may understand that the 
United States soldiers, learning 
that the people back home had 
contributed large sums for the 
work of the Y. M. C. A., might 
easily come to the conclusion that 
they were being victimized. Their 
attitude was perhaps intensified 
by their reaction to the mental 
and moral attitude of many of 
the Y..M. C. A. secretaries, In 
saying this it is not necessary 
to include the men who proved 
definitely unfit or incapable; we 
may be certain they were weeded 
out as soon as possible, consid- 
ering the rapid expansion which 
the organization had to under- 
go. The reference is rather to a 
certain quality of mind, a cer- 
tain evangelistic method, which, 
however commendable, was not 
altogether acceptable to the men 
who were fighting ‘the Germans. 

Where the Y. M. C. A. was 
asked to furnish’ only entertain- 
ment—as was the case in most of 
the cantonments in this eountry 
—it achieved a very great degrée 
of success. The organization never 
asked to take over the commis- 
sary, and it should be obvious 
that such enterprises ought to be 
carried on by the quartermast- 
er’s department, of the army, 
rather than by outside agencies. 

In spite of various criticisms 
no fair minded person will demy 
that the work of the Y. M.C. A. 
has’ been in the highest degree 
beneficial. The organization has 
suffered from certain mistakes, 
partly of its own making and 
partly unavoidable, but it de 
serves the thanks of all right 
thinking Americans. If some
